•pointed out to him that this statement was at variance with his story that he 
originally contacted the Soviets for the purpose of obtaining a job in Russia

,■ • with him because, at the time the biography was prepared, RIJ*-CK still had hopes 

. • of getting a Job in Riis'ila. All of the information in this report vms placed 

• . there because it was the type PETERSEN requested. 

^ BLACK said he changed his name legally from TASSO to TKOI.i\S 

because he got tired of ansvrering questions about it, and for no other reason. 


The only items in the biography upon '.vhich FITTERSEN commented ' 
wore his work as a Photographer's Apprentice for a studio in Blooms burg and as 
a News Photographer for the Bloomsburg Morning Press. PETERSEN said this train- 
ing would be of value.

This individual, BIACK said, ^-ras a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and a S7/P member. He -.mfl the Oii cf Chemist at the 
Ballantine Brewery in Newark. HOLLEY was the Party naiae of GCYTHES. In 
early 19U0 SCYTHES returned to Canada and secured an immigration visa, re- 
turned tn Newark and is now a naturalized United States Citlzon, BLACK 
last saw SCYTHES in 19h$ at which time, so far as BLACK knows, SCYTHES was 
still R SV?P member. SCYTHES he described as being a student of MAURICE 
SPECTOR, formerly a leader of the Communist Party In Canada and expelled 
from the Communist Party. Being a student of SPECTOR, SCYTltES, ivhen both 
SPECTOR and SCYTHES wore in the 37JP, joined the Connunlst Party on the re- 
quest of SPECTOR and acted as a SiTP informant mthin the Communist Party, 
SCYTHES told BLACK about this. However, BLACK never told SCYTHES that he 
was a Communist Informant in the S\'/P, SCYTHES and EL/iCK developed a close 
friendship due to their mutual interest in chemistry.
